With but ten cars of valencias 


shipped thru Covina Fruit Exchange 
this week, the valley citrus crop was 
still being held back in anticipation 
of acceptable markets during June 
and July. 


Owing to the long cold period in 


January, the legal sugar content of 
valencias is not yet up to par in 
many groves, especially in the ones 
that were not heated during the 
freeze period, packinghouse mana- 
gers said. 


A virtual abandonment of the pro- 


rate system because of the lessened 
amount of fruit to go forward this 
summer was predicted 
yesterday. 


Covina is trading its prorate privi- 
leges to other communities 
more 


anxious to ship at the present time, 
expecting to take back the privileges 
a little later in the season, it was 
stated. 


Fruit thruout the valley is in ex- 


cellent condition, especially since 
practically all of the doubtful fruit 
from unheated groves has now been 
processed at the packinghouses. Or- 
ange and San Bernardino counties 
have suffered the greatest frost 
damage in the history of those lo- 
calities, it was shown by reports at 
the meeting of the Exchange board 
in Los Angeles this week. Scarcely 
a third of the Valencia crop is prov- 
ing to be marketable in those areas. 


Orchard run fruit, which is the 


fruit not up to Sunkist standard, has 
met with a very good reception in 
the markets this year, proving that j 
the laws governing frosted fruit have i 
been well obeyed, according to Gen- ! 
eral Manager Paul Armstrong of the | 
Exchange, who returned this week j 
from a month in the east. Buying 
power is from 10 to 15 per cent 
greater in the midwest and east than 
last year, he said. 


Police Officials 
Plan Tourist 
Courtesy Program 


Following

Ail-Year club, which has inaugurat- 
ed a state-wide policy of courtesy to 
visitors, Chief of Police Ralph Cool- 
man of Covina said this week that 
every effort would be made by local 
officers to make Covina known as a 
courtesy town.

passing thru the town or someone 
spending the summer season in the 
southland. 


Minor violations of traffic laws, 


when committed by

guests, will be treated with lenience, 
Chief Coolman said. "We will at- 
tempt to educate them courteously 
to our traffic regulations," he said. 


One feature that is being adopted 


is that police officers salute passing 
cars with ov.t-of-state licenses, and 
to approach voluntarily to give any 
information desired. 


At a meeting held this week 


in the offices of Supervisor 
Legg, attended by delegates 
from the Los Angeles chamber 
of commerce, farm bureau and 
organizations of citrus growers, 
it was announced that the new 
anti-smudge ordinance will be 
enforced thru n group of specially- 
trained operatives from the sheriff's 
office who will take a course of 
study devised for this purpose by 
the University of California. 


"It was unanimously agreed that 


the intent of the legislation adopted 
should not work u hardship on the 
grower, but at the same time -should 
give the householder as near com- 
plete protection as possible," said 
Supervisor Legg. 


The new ordinance provides that 


no heater shall be operated which 
distributes into the air more than 
one gram per minute of carbon. 
While this minimum tolerance is not 
all (hut is to be desired, it will elim- 
inate approximately 100 per cent of 
the old style pots which are now 
being operated in the groves, will 
eliminate all open firing and the 
burning of tires. It will be n step 
forward in the control of this smoke 
nuisance.

nor has it ever been a government-owned 
system, is not known to many thousands of 
substantial business men and taxpayers. They 
ought to have known it long ago, but it is one 
of those functions that operate under a camou- 
flage. It seems easy to deceive thru the selec- 
tion of a name. 


The federal reserve system is a privately- 


owned public utility, containing some fifteen 
thousand private banks. The government has 
assumed regulatory powers over it, as is the 
case with all privately-owned utilities, but 
the government hasn't yet sufficient power 
to control its functions, which is one of the 
most absurd and dangerous conditions that 
can confront the country. 


Originally, the control of the nation's mone- 


tary system was given over to private bankers 
because it was felt that the government itself 
was too insecure, too changeable and too irre- 
sponsible to handle its own finances. The in- 
fant United States, in other words, needed 
a financial guardian. If we have gone along 
for one hundred and fifty years and still need 
such a guardian, then this nation is an incom- 
petent child, and this democracy within a 
republic is a name, and nothing else. Instead 
of the democracy about which we boast, we 
have at all times been governed by a financial 
autocracy. 


Whether this guardianship was necessary 


arid salutary in the past is not the point here, 
but rather that we should take account of 
ourselves and determine whether this nation 
is still an incompetent child, in a condition of 
infantile irresponsibility protracted into a 
case of adult arrested development. 


Anyone who reads without bias the lucid 


statement of Senator Robert L. Owen of Okla- 
homa concerning our absurd monetary guard- 
ianship by private banks, will see the reason 
why an earnest group in congress is attempt- 
ing to arouse interest in the purchase by the 
government oi the federal reserve system, in 
order that we, as a nation, may take the 
power of inflation and deflation from private 
manipulators. 


We will hear much more about this in the 


congress. Earnest, patriotic, sound-minded 


men, 
not amateur economists, are at work on 


this problem. It is a reform that cannot much 
longer be denied.

What will we do to have perma- 


nent peace in America? We have a 
great deal of material to work on, 
advantages to work with, and dis- 
advantages to work against. 
POWER OF PEOPLE 
TO MAINTAIN PEACE 


Scarcely one hundred and sixty- 


one years ago the basis of America's 
present government was formed. It 
was drawn up by men who had seen 
the wreckage that the rule of mon- 
larchy, anarchy and dictatorship had 


j done. Today we have a democratic, 
| form of government in which the 


j power to rule is not vested in on< 
single person, but 
is distributed 


among a governing unit consisting 
of a president, a congress, and a 
judiciary. Behind this unit is the 
voting power of the people. Such an 
organisation is conducive to perma- 
nent peace and an assurance against 
the uprising of the masses against a 
tyrannical government. 


America has several major prob- 


lems which must be solved while on 
the road to permanent peace. Thru 
recent strikes, factory workers have 
demanded higher wages and shorter 
hours in order to meet the growing 
cost of high living. A plan must be 
made by which the workers can se- 
cure sufficient wages for the neces- 


iECURITY A BASIS 
FOR REAL PEACE 


The preservation of the soil is an- 


other problem. 
Floods and dust 


storms have wrecked the homes of 
thousands. The government must 
,end guidance and assistance in 
checking and putting an end to the 
evils of these devastating storms. 
Unless the people who have suffered 
great losses in the floods and dust 
storms are assisted, they will be- 
come additional supporters for the 
agitators who are ever eager to de- 
stroy our nation's well being, and 
consequently our peace. 


The farmers, especially those with 


farms which are heavily mortgaged, 
are another problem. The suggested 
plan of eventual ownership requires 
that the farmers be educated in 
more scientific practices. This diffi- 
culty will also have to be solved. 


Intelligent, healthy American citi- 


zens who will cooperate with each 
other to rule the nation cannot be 
reared in the slums. The slums must 
be cleaned out and suitable living 
quarters established. This has beer 
started and should be continued. 
This will greatly aid in preventing 
crime. 


STRICT IMMIGRATION 
LAWS ADVOCATED 


National problems, and problems 


occurring within the state, must be 
overcome in order to have perma- 
nent peace. America doc:; not have 
class distinction, for which we arc 
justly proud. America was built and 
conceived in liberty with the firm 
conviction that all men are created 
equal. So we turn from the people 
to the nation as a nation among na- 
tions. 


Strict immigration laws must be 


enforced which will keep undesir- 
ables from entering and agitating 
that which leads to war. 


Also, strict neutrality laws should 


be passed and trade barriers let 
down in order to put us on a more 
friendly basis with other nations. 
Thru all of this we may help to 
build a permanent peace policy. 
ADEQUATE DEFENSE 
AN AID TO PEACE 


America is strong. To take her 


place internationally, she must al- 
ways be strong. To protect herself 
she must have a strong, reliable 
army and navy. America wants per- 
manent peace, but she is not so fool- 
ish as not to IK ready in the event 


Of Will'. 


Germany, and other European na- 


tions are steadily increasing arma- 
ments and war munitions. So is 
America. 


In the midst of this preparation 


of arrangements for protection, we 
can ward oil war, and thus insure 
peace if the government takes from 
private owners the control of am- 
munition and its pro/its. If munition 
owners cannot reap profits, there will 
be less danger of war, and more 
probabilities of peace. 


SEVENTY PER CENT NOW 
CONDEMN WORLD-WAR 


Today, twenty years after 
the 


world-war, 70 per cent of the Ameri- 
can people say that our entrance into 
Hie world-war was a mistake, while 
IiO per cent say that it was not n 
mistake.
